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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to claims 1-18, the 
prior art of record does not teach establishing, between the MS and a communication 
device coupled to the communication system, a first one of the wireless connection and 
the wired connection, the wired connection existing through a wired local area network 
(LAN); communicating a first portion of the user information between the MS and the 
communication device through the first one of the wireless connection and the wired 
connection; subsequently establishing, between the MS and the communication device 
a second one of the wireless connection and the wired connection, the second one 
different from the first one; and communicating a second portion of the user information 
through the second one of the wireless connection and the wired connection. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
